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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


OF THE 


TOWN OF PLAISTOW. 


At about this season of the year several public documents are ex- 
pected to make their appearance, with all the regularity of the 
vernal equinox. Among these aforesaid town papers, thus annually 
looked for, is a report from the Board of Education. In compliance 
with this time-honored custom, we beg leave to submit the following : 

Schools, Nos. 1, 2, and 4, have been in session twenty-five weeks 
during the year, and No. 3, twenty-three weeks. Whole number of 
scholars, 127, 58 girls and 69 boys. 

All our schools have been successful, and a good amount of work 
has been accomplished in them all. If we were to suggest any de- 
ficiency, it would be rather in the training of the heart than the 
head. 

Not much has been done for school buildings. Some necessary 
improvements have been made in the school room at No. 38, which 
makes it more decent and cheerful in appearance. 

Through the efforts of an enterprising member of the Board, the 
law furnishing free text books for the use of pupils in our schools, 
. came into effect one year before the State law. 

Plaistow is thus one year in advance of most other towns in our 
State. 
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There has been considerable agitation in regard to this subject, 
but of two items we are assured, our schools are now well supplied 
with text books, and they are of a superior character. ‘The selection 
of these books was not made at random, but most of them had 
stood the test of practical use in the school room. The introduction 
of ‘* Ranb’s Language Lessons” has been attended with very grati- 
fying results. Formerly in a school numbering thirty pupils, the 
number marked as attending to grammar would be from 3 to 5. 
Now nearly all that have attained to an age sufficient to understand 
them, have taken these lessons, and many of them are surprised to 
find that they are interested in any thing that savors of Grammar. 
The majority of the books purchased, if suitably cared for, will 
last a number of years. They should last five, which is the legal 


number.
